Before it was passed from com- 
mittee, some objection was expressed, 
Senator Chandler of Fresno leading. 
“I do not consider this a fair bill,” 
he said, “because it says that a whole 
county can vote all its territory ‘dry,’ 
but that any sitigle supervisoral dis- 
trict voting ‘dry’ shall be ‘dry even 
though a majority vote of the county 
is for ‘wet.’ The bill is loaded to shoot 
one way and miss the other.” 
Senator Butler's bill establishing a 
“dry” circumference one mile in 
radius around every university and 
normal school in the State was dis- 
cussed and a public hearing fixed for 
Tuesday evening. In its effect the 
bill would close several hundred sa- 
loons in San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
San Jose, Chico and other cities. 

BEAR I8 EULOGIZED. 
The California Bear was eulogized 
when Ream’s bill prohibiting the use 
of steel traps and deadfalls and creat- 
ing a closed season for bruin’s protec- 
tion, came up for passage. The bill 
passed 70 to 3. Sisson of Red Biuft 
continued his fight against the bill, 
maintaining that bear are predatory 
animals and a menace to live stock. 
Ream said many crimes were at- 
tributed to bear when the real cul- 
prits were mountain lions and coyotes, 
The bill now goes to the Senate.

Certified milk was given approval, 
but because of its expensiveness, 
thought pasteurized brands would be 
more popular for families of mod- 
erate means. 

Mr. Straus answered scores of 
questions asked by legislators and 
others interested in pure milk. Gov. 
Johnson introduced Mr. Straus, who 
was accompanied on the rostrum by 
Mrs. Straus, Lieut.-Gov. Eshleman 
and Speaker Young of the Assembly.

The design of the primary law 
is not to 4 political parties, 
but, while carefully preserving 
their integrity, to work out re- 
forms in their method of adminis- 
tration. 

It is against this decision that the 
Progressives and their mercenaries 
must work when they attempt to 
make all State offices nonpartisan, for 
the decision is based on the letter of 
the State Constitution.

FLESH FOODS PRICES — 
EXPECTED TO GO UP. 


OS ANGELES and California as a 

whole may be paying considerably 

higher prices for poultry and meat 
in the near future if the law that has 
just gone into effect remains opera- 
tive for any length of time. 

The bill was an emergency measure, 
passed in a hurry to prevent the ship- 
ment of cattle and poultry from any 
eastern points, Mexico or Canada. 
State Veterinarian King of Sacra- 
mento declared the law absolutely es- 
sential to keep the dreadful foot and 
mouth disease from finding its way 


here. 

In addition to keeping out all cat- 
tle, sheep, pigs and poultry, it forbida 
the introduction of anti-cholera hog 
serum or virus, which is declared to 
have been an agent in the spread of 
the disease. As a result of the law 
California must be largely dependent 
on ite own meat resources. 

On affidavit of shipper, railroad 
company and receiver that the cattle 
ie for immediate slaughter on arrival 
here, it is possible to obtain some stock 
from Arizona, Nevada, Texas, Utah, 
Oregon, New Mexico, Idaho and Colo- 
rado. The embargo applies to all 
other States and foreign countries, and 
the only possible way to bring in cat- 
tle from these places is through spe- 
cial permit of the State Veterinary 
Board, which will restrict such ship- 
ment largely to absolutely essential

According to the esti- 
mate of Peter M. Young of the Young 
Market Company, largest importers of 
live eastern ultry, 300,000 chickens 
a year are shipped to Southern Cali- 
week or about a car and a half a 


week. 

“Like cattle, this poeey is cared 
for and put in splendid condition for 
the market after arrival here, and sud- 
den withdrawal of the supply is bound 
to advance prices,” he said. 

The. packers and dealers do not fee! 
bitter against the law, all of them de- 
claring it is largely just and necessary 
to eliminate every possible avenue of 
contamination. The poultry market 
has already started on its upward 
trend. Dealers two weeks ago were 
paying only 26 cents a pound to the 
producer for broilers.

INFORMAL AFFAIR REVEAIS AN 
ARTISTIO BUILDING. 


An informal opening of Westlake 
Masonic Temple, No. 1810 West 
Eighth street, conducted last evening 
by the directors of the Westlake Ma- 
sonic Association for the Masters and 
Wardens, Thirty-third Degree Masons, 
Inspectors and other noted Masons, 
revealed a building singularly artistic 
and comfortable in its furnishings and 
equipment. The building, which, with 
the site, cost $70,000, will be formally 
dedicated by the Grand Lodge officers 
on the 29th inst. 

Champ 8. Vance, president of the 
association, opened the meeting and 
immediately turned the gavel over to 
William A. Hammel, who presided 
during the literary and musical pro- 


are W. T. Osterholt, vice-president: 
J. F. Dixon, treasurer; James W. Web- 
ster, secretary, and Dr. Charles W. 
Yerxa, vice-secretary. 

Prominent Masons of the city took 
part in the informal programme. Short 
addresses were delivered -by Dean 
MacCormack, Judge Bledsoe, William

The lodgeroom called forth eulo- 
gies from several of the speakers.

Other unusual and artistic 
features of the room are a pipe or- 
gan, royal canopy over the Master's 
lighting arrangement, 
including a representation of the ris- 
ing sun on the east wall and of the 
setting sun on the west wall, and two 
windows in art glass, representing 
scenes in Solomon's Temple, presented 
by James W. Webster. 

The building is two stories, with an 
exterior finish of ruffed brick. The 
other equipment includes a banquet 
hall, ladies" parlor, smoking-room, 
library and marble vestibule. 

In his manuscript Mr. Vance gave 
a resume of the history of Westlake 
Lodge, No. 392, and its building en- 
terprise: 

“The first petition for the organiza- 
tion of Westlake Lodge was drawn up 
by Hon, Frank R. Kelly and myself 
in the month of June, 1907. For about 
two months this petition. was eirculat- 
ed among the Masonic fraternity in 
the Westlake district and received a 
number of signatures. It was then 
consolidated with one which was be- 
ing circulated by Hon. Henry M. Hurd, 
who was endeavoring to organize a 
lodge north of Seventh street in the 
Westlake district.
